
PROPOSED CHANGES IN METHODS AND STANDARDS FOR ESTABLISHING 

 MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PAYMENT RATES

Pursuant to PA 102-0682, the Illinois Department of Healthcare and Family Services is 

proposing a change in the methods and standards by which the Department will reimburse 

providers.  The proposed change is effective for dates of service on or after December 10, 2021.   

 

The Department is proposing to make adjustment payments to a hospital that reopens a 

previously closed hospital facility within 3 calendar years of the hospital facility's closure, if the 

previously closed hospital facility qualified for certain inpatient adjustment payments at the time 

of closure, until utilization data for the new facility is available for the Medicaid inpatient 

utilization rate calculation. 

 

The Department estimates this change will increase expenditures by $4.9 million annually.  The 

proposed change is subject to approval by the federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid 

Services and may be modified or revised during the approval process.
